Hoover Declares: 
Eurepeans in Need | 
Of Immediate Food 


LONDON, April 5.—(CP)— Her-| 
bert Hoover said today that famine | 
is “inevitable” in Europe unless| 
large wheat producing countries} 
immediately ship all available food} 
supplies. 

REPORTING TO THE emerg- 
ency food conference here on the} 
results of a personal survey of 
Europe, Mr. Hoover declared that) 
“hunger sits at the table thrice 
daily in hundreds of millions of 
homes.” 

The honorary chairman of Presi-| 
dent Truman’s famine emergency 
committee said his inspection of 
European areas had disclosed that 
suffering from lack of proper diet 
was greatest among children and 
adults in urban areas. 

He estimated that 5,000,000 tons 
of cereals in the months before 
harvest and additional shipments 
of fats were needed in Europe to 
avert “disaster”, 

Declaring that infant mortality 
exceeding 20 per cent a year “is an 
indication of slow famine”, Mr, 
Hoover asserted that rehabilitation 
of children “cannot be postponed 
until some other day”. 

“THE WORLD CANNOT hate) 
children, even of the enemy”, he 
said, “Our children must live in the 
same world with them”, 

Mr. Hoover estimated that 20,- 
000,000 children from the Russian} 
frontier to the English channel “are 
not only badly undernourished but 
are steadily developing tubercu-| 
losis, rickets, anemia and other dis- 
eases of subnormal feeding”.

Noted Writer 
Of Many Hit 
Songs Is Dead

cent Youmans, 47, composer of 
such popular song hits as “Great 
Day” and “Tea for Two,” died in 
Denver today after an illness of 
several weeks.

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The Static Tax Rate 


No doubt every property-holder in the 
city hoped that the tax rate would be cut 
down, but probably few really expected that 
to happen. Any such expectations are now 
“out”, The rate has been set at 491% mills, 
the figure at which it has stood for three 
preceding years, Only one alderman pro- 
posed to cut the rate, and that by only a 
“token” slash of one-half mill. 

Of the total, 29 mills are for school pur- 
poses. This leaves 20! mills to meet all ex- 
penditures by the city council; for street 
maintenance, police and fire protection, de- 
benture interest, and all other council re- 
sponsibilities, This rather discourages the 
idea that property taxes are likely to fall 
much below the present rate in future years. 

Municipal expenditure is certain to trend 
upward. The city is growing, and increased 
outlay on services of all kinds is inevitable. 
To maintain the 49'% mill rate, tax-revenue 
is very heavily supplemented by profits from 
the utility enterprises, while the rate on out- 
er zone property has gone up to 35 mills. 
This does not encourage hopes that the gen- 
eral rate can next year or the year after fall 
much, if any, below the present level, 

Buildings in Edmonton are assessed at 
two-thirds of their presumed worth. As mar- 
ket prices have gone up in recent years, it 
seems fair to say that taxes now stand at 
about 3 per cent of the sale value of a house 
and lot. Perhaps we may as well stop looking 
for a lower rate. 


Canadians Grow Older 


Always considered a country of youth, 
Canada is now growing older. This reflection 
ix based on the revelations of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics which shows that by 
1966 there will be more Canadians 35 years 
of age than under it. , 

Just now there are a million Canadian 
babies under four years and about 800,000 
men and women over 65. By 1971, at the pre- 
sent rate of birth and death, Canada shall 
have 900,000 babies and 1,500,000 old people. 

Another interesting change in our nat- 
iona® picture is the trend towards female 
domination, At the moment, Canada has 
more men than women, except among the 
very old. The experts tell us, however, that 
by 1971 there will be more women than men 
in all age groups above 50 years, As time 
goes on, this trend will demonstrate itself in 
younger groups as well. 

Canada is moving towards age and fem- 
ininity. 


Not This Year 


General McNaughton at Whitehorse dis- 
couraged any notion that there can or should 
be any heavy movement of tourist traffic 
over the Alaska Highway this summer. 
While civilian travel may be permitted, he 
gave specific reasons why a tourist rush is 
not desirable and cannot in fact take place, 

‘The Highway, as he said, is a gravel road 
through a long stretch of undeveloped and 
difficult country. There are no stopping 
places along the way. There are no eating 
places, There are no gasoline stations, That 
cuts down the tourist potential. Unless one 
travels in a truck, loaded up with gasoline 
tins, grub boxes, camping outfit, spare parts 
and repair equipment, he had better do his 
touring this summer somewhere else. 

These facilities are to be created, and lo- 
cated at suitable distances, But they will not 
be ready this year. They probably will be 
ready by next year. Then the Highway will 
be added to the touring routes of the contin- 
ent, with features and attractions all its own. 
That it will become popular there is not any 
doubt, 

If it is disappointing that the Highway 
will not be suitable for tourist travel in the 
approaching summer, it is better that the 
facts be stated and become widely known. 
Nothing could more certainly blacklist it in 
tourist circles all over the continent than a 
premature rush of people who expected to 
find tourist camps and other necessary facil- 
ities strung along the road, 


Talking In a Circle 


Immigration was the subject of a debate 
in the House of Commons, during which 
party lines were ignored and the debaters all, 
or nearly all, arrived at the same place. 
They agreed that Canada can support more 
people, but should discriminate as to the 
quality of in-comers, and should not actively 
encourage large scale immigration just yet. 

This is the view which the public general- 
ly also take. It is the only policy consistent 
with the circumstances. The immediate, and 
very considerable, problem is that of getting 
our returned men placed in civilian life and 
properly housed. To invite an influx of peo- 
ple, however worthy and desirable, would 
only make confusion worse confused until 
this job has been attended to. 

There is no doubt about the ability of the 
country to “absorb” more people when this 
immediate and very urgent matter has been 
dealt with. And no doubt whatever that we 
shall be able to get desirable immigrants as 
fast as it will be safe to admit them, They 
would come now in multitudes if the gates 
were opened, They have always done that 
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when an “active” immigration policy was 
adopted. 

Nothing will be lost by postponing such 
a policy until economic conditions are more 
stable and the expansion of productive in- 
dustry creates an opportunity and a demand 
for more employment in normal peacetime 
occupations, Two or three years from now 
it will be possible to discuss immigration in 
a realistic way. At present, as the debate in 
the Commons shows, discussion does not lead 
anywhere but back to the starting point.

When 
Gromyko walked out of the Council that was 
more than a gesture of dissent from the 
majority decision to consider the Iran affair. 
It signified a threatening withdrawal of Rus- 
sia from the parent body—and a UN organ- 
ization with Russia on the outside would be 
a sorry spectable. 

It is fair to assume that the firm stand 
taken by the Council majority was a power- 
ful factor in bringing about the quick change 
in the situation in Iran, Mailed fist man- 
oeuvring there gave way to conciliatory bar- 
gaining too suddenly for any other suppos- 
ition. The basic fact is that if the UN organ- 
ization needs Russia, Russia also needs—and 
wants—the UN organization as a clearing 
house for international disputes. 


Another welcome sign of the return to 
normalcy.
